But is it nn 
accurate mirror? Is the world really a.s sick with gratuitous violence,

reprc.sonts.' . ■ o

Scientific research has confirmed what our commonsense tells us: 
children are afrcrtcd m their development and behavior by what thcv 
see mi tclovision. I here is now general agreement within the research 
• onimunity that rei)eated cxposura to violent television programing 
can have an adverse effect on children. The Surgeon General'l expert 
advisory panel reported to our Senate committee in 1972 that "the 
casual relationship between televised %ioleiice ami antisocial behavior 
is siitticient 0 warrant ai)|)ropriafe and immediate remedial action."

We ha\e, in my judgment, an 
excellent lv\j^> .->ettiun uf tomniunit\ upinion, interested television 
bruaduifttei.% an well tunterned parents, religiuiis leaders, educators 
and j)ublic ufficials. All deser\e a full and fair opportunity to be 
heard, and all will have it. 

Tcle\isiun, a:, I indicated, has the greatest potential of ftiiy medium 
fill guod ui ill. B> talking abuut the piublenis, I dun*t wish to indicate 
that there aren*t many \er\ great ad\antages that come to our 
children through television. 

TV teachc> things to children at a \ cry early age. Their advantage 
u\ei ni\ geiieMlion is immense. In in\ Youth, wc had to learn mainly 
thruugfi words. And it is hard foi a child tu get the facility with words 
Uf hv^pu to \i^nalize and conceptualize things that can now be laid 
out \isuall3 un the tele\i»ion set. This is an iinmensQ advantage and 
gct-^ cliildren intu wide-range experiences e\ en before they can read. 

Oni grandchildren are learninj^ to read through "Scsainc Street*Mong 
before they even go to kindergarten. 

Avc arc greatly concerned with how this inar\elous medium is 
usc(l-~botli for good and bad. 

Wc luue asked sc\eral ouLtanding witnesses to 'oir.c here this 
inoining and talk with us. We in\ ited the view> of Dr. Victor B. Clinc, 
a professor of psychology at the Uni\ersit3 of Utah, who has doi e a 
j:reatdeal of research on television progiu:ning and children's behavior 
Tie is one of the ont.standing authorities* in the United States. Unfor- 
tunateK, Di. Cline could nut be here personally this morning, but he 
has furnished the committee witii a statenicnt setting forth his 
opinions on the acti\itie.^ of tcle\ision. This will be priiUed in our 
record in full .^0 that it will be available to everyone.' 

Senator Mo.v^. Om first panel of witnesses this morning comes 
fioni the religious communltA here in oui State. Wc ask these witnesses 
lo ( ome forwaid and sit in the diair.s at the table immodiatcly before 
me.

Sister Patuicia. So at some point [ will show, the chart. 
Senator Moss. That will be fine. 

Sister Pathicia. I am approachintc tlii^ whole topic from the view-. 
?t?"\^ 1 educator. In education we alwa>.> begin with the child. 
\\o look allhe child and >ve a.>k. What doe^ the child need to be what 
he has the potential to become? Wc develop the program that will 
bei;t meet these needs. 

Our topic today is television, what impact it ha> on a child. Doc.s 
television meet the ba.MC need.> of the child? If the child spends a 
great deal of time watching the televi.Mon, i^ he going to reach the 
fulfdlnient of his potential? 

Before we can an^wer the^c que.stion>, let ^ go over the ba^c need.s 
of the person. LetS lake a look at what we call hi.^ bardic necdh for anv 
person to grow or to develop into a .self-diiected, a^elf-fulfiHed per.sou. 

In^peaking about Ua^ic need.^, one uin break them down into five 
ratrgories: Physical, emotional, intellectual, social, and i:eligiou>. 
But u\ this chart 1 have used more detail in e.xplainuig the develop- 
ment of the personhood of the individual bccau.se in television \ou are 
tjdkmg about what niakec5 him a person and what do\elopi, hnn into 
that person. 

So what are ther.e needs for a happ}^ nonual, well-balanced person? 

1 begm at the top there with love. To fulfill the need for love in any 
person we nmst hear it, f>ee it, feel it. We mubt be with othcr.s. People 
must actually .say, "1 love \ou." People must want to be with you. 
I hey accept, yon just as you are. 

The physical or bod,\^ieed.s are food, shelter, rest, and exercise. 
Security, he does not live in fear, his miiul is at rest. 

The mind is not given more than it can handle. A childs mind can 
handle tlie child's probliMu, not an adult problem. 

We go on to the self«image. We listen to him, talk to him, wc praise 
and help and love him. He knows he is important. Yon have told him 
he IS important. 

So if you are loved, if \ou hav:\\our physical needs met, if you have 
security, if you have a good .self-image, then >on are reach' to com- 
municatb. So wc have the eoiumunication need there. 

You can lake other spot^s into jour own mind. You can listen ami 
not be afraid. You can share what \ on know with othei's. You Know 
you have something to share, and tlhere is great jo\ in ;>haring. 

And so you <^o on to social. The social needs. Ahle to play games, 
not being afraid of a group. There is loUs of gi\e-and-takc ui a group 
and lots of sharing.

Tbi^ i,> bow he learn??. lli> mind is alert 
to .something oiit^Mde hini>elf. lie begin.-, to a^k qne>tionh. How? 
AVhat? When? We must explore them for ourselves. 

We go on to judgment. There i& a \er\ baMc need for judgment 
in a per.^on. One need> to be able to judge for himself, able to look 
at both sides of a situation and al)le to make a choiee. 

Now, the need for God, that there i.^ .something greater than 
him&elf and that per^on is God; Wu all ha\e a ba.sic need for great 
lo\e, great de|)endi;ni;c and great .strength. Whate\er name you 
give it» there is someone hcyoiul ourselves?. 

So I lhi\e taken the5>e bWit need^, whether ue are talking about 
tele\i>ion. bouk^, radio, there are baMe nced^> in a perMMi that must 
be fuUiUed. 

And I i>econdl\ go on to. our li\e.^ arc li\ed in tinie. The hours, 
the minute.-^, the da\ i^ where tbe.>e need^ are met and T ask the 
cpicstioii. What i^ the diild'.^ da>? What i^ hi.s .^chcdulo,? For the chihl 
in .sehool, sehool takes u|) 0 to 7 hours. 

The child i> under the parent.^' .supcr\i.Mon and care probably 
ohl\ o or 0 hoiir.s a ihn . Thi.^ i.^ \er\ little time especially when we 
know that the parent.^ are the i)rimar> educator.-^ of the children. 

The nio>t lasting \ alue.^ are gi\ en to children b.\ their parents. 

Now wago with the nced.s. \Ve know there i.s time a\ailal)le. We 
know that parents are the l)a.MC teachei>> of tlie.se children. 

So 1 a.sk the i|Ue.stion. What happen.^ if parent.^ are not available 
at thi.s time? T\\\> \> prime tinie for |)arentss. So parents arc not at 
liome, if tbildren are not hu>\ in .some\\a.\, the onl\ American i)ast- 
time for the present i.s tele\i.sit)n. It i.s da\ and night, [n um\\ homes, 
television takes the place of parentis. 

I n other w ord>. te^.c\ i^on i.s tr\ ing to fuKIll the need.^ of our cbihlren. 
And 1 a.^k \ou. U tiu.s po^^ible?*Again, I think .sometimes we think of 
.studies that ha\e or have not beeii uuule. There is no need to nnike 
a .stiid\ to (hid out what the ba.sic need.s of a child arc. It has been 
doiu> fl)i o\ei 2,000 \eai>. So it Wh.s done long befoie tele\i.sion took 
over in our homes and the.^e needs arc just the same. 

So ju^t glancing back at that chart, I'ct'.s take lo\e, the greatest 
loye is need, for feeling love and being loved. 

Ju.st taking the pin. sical nml of exerci.sc, it ir, not po.sMble to get 
e.^crci^e if wc are .sitting or 4 honr.s in front of the television set. 

, We ju.st made a .stud> thi.s week in our own area and it i.s about 0 
hours a (lay that they are watching television. 

SeruritA, 1 think the problem of \iolenee, fear, uime, that'.s on 
thi.-^ televiMon, and we know frouL.studie.s that thihlren cannot jncn- 
tally. cnu)tioually luuidle the^se problems. 

.Sdf-inuige, uanmunication, social need.s, we know from watching 
television that there i.s prctt\ muih of a pa.sMve atmo.sphcre. So the.se 
need.sarcnot fulfdled. 

The imagination I .sa\ perhap.s theie tould be ^l>nic development 
of the Imagination if he take^ fiom the televi>ion an\l U.sCs what he 
has, what he has. found there. 
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CuriusiU , \ e.-?, that ^ouKI tu fiiitlitii qiic.^tiuii, lo inore dcvclop- 
lucnt if he asks the right questions.

There is not too mueh 
conuuunity of other centers. 

So nou let's Mop and let's think. What do we want our children to 
hecoiuc? We want happ\, normal, well-bahinted chihiren. We nuist 
give ihem only 'that which will foster this in them. 

I believe that toda\ tele\isiun has forgotten who we are serving. 
Wc arc -serving luitnan beings with huninn needs. And these human 
be^ng'^ aie h.adc foi .souicthing much greater than nniterialisni, crime, 
and violence. ^ 
^ Wc ale .-eaiching people, we are hoping to help people who are 

^earthing fui tiulh and we all ha\e a natural longing for the good. 
. I feel the leal tiagedv is that we are not u>ing this wonderful 
invention piopciU. In.-^tcad of laising the standards of the mind and 
bodv, we are lowering tlic^e standards in many instances. . 

A fiighti-ning thiiig that also happen.^ with television is that child 
imitation takes place. Thei • wa,^ an article in Saturila^\ Rc\iew vvrit- 
ttn bv Xoiman Coiisli^-^ and he told of a ,>econd gradei who went home 
from sihoul with his icpor^ card with a low grade. And his father was 
. very upsq}^^ 

And thS'iiftle bo\ .>aid, Daddv, I can take care of that. I saw it on 
television the other dav. All we have to do is gi\e m\ teacher a bo.\ of 
candy aiid shoot, a lit tle poison in the piece of Crtiidy." 

Yos. The^v iniitatc and there are inan\ , man\ stories of this nature, 
.^ome have gone through the imitation and made it a reality*. 

So I just lune souu* closuig (jucstions and T .saj'. Do 3 on have 
chiidicn? Do \ou know \oui children? Do vou know what the> need 
irt ordei to.be people* of deep conviction,, rounded personalities, 
strong beliefs and health} attitudes? If 30U reall\ kiujw and if vou 
want onlv the best for vour children, then Switch, Kojak, FBF, 
Hawaii lM^e-0, and .Vdam-12, aiul other stories that deal with crime, 
violence, killing total disrespect for the human per.son wilP not l.n; 
allowed in your home. 

You nnist look carefidl> through the TV Guide. You must know 
what \oui children aie watching. Thej arc your responsibility. 

How do we put a stop to the corruptness of today's television? 

You w lite vour TV stations, >oui Senator.^ and your Congrcsbincn 
and you don't give up until there is a change.

T would like to h^gia In Vxpre-^MUg appieLiatiuii foi the fact^that 
this hearing taking plate hemii^t one of the cuiisukTations we need 
to keep in niiiid i.s that wo have nuned into a new age, a new time. 
-And you Senator Mo,^.-^ have u.-^ed the word ' per\ a»i\ e" in tcrnij^ of 
the avaihibility of televibion to all the people. 

That is one of the realities of the present momeiit. But, also, I 
tlunk u'e need to be awaie of Ihe-fatt that we ha\e par^^ed from an old 
mode of communicatio:i into a new one- The impact we e\i)erieuced 
as a result of printing, and what it did to the foimation of the t)Ocielj 
-in whieh wc live is just ai^ true of television. * 

If you trace the hi>lor\ of ( onununication, tlu; printing pre^K^, and 
the availability of books brought a whole new worid into being. 

It is seen in the experience of nationallMU, which we live with today, 
that could be traced a.^ tlie result of the printing pre^:? and the mecii- 
jUihcation ()f that kind of tuninumitntiun .sharing, radio anil movies. 

Sf), now- we move into tlii^ new ntedium fur cumniunitatioa, and it 
too will radically transform the wuifd in which we H\e. And wc have 
only been with it for about 25 years. 

People from North Dakota tell me that it Ini,^ been within the last 
10 to 15 years that telc\i>ion has been a\ailable to all tlie people in 
outlying partis of the country. 

It's a new kind of experience, and we ?ire alniu>t deaf an<l mute in 
the mid^l of thi:? experience, because wc are tiding to restructure oin* 
lives around it. So, I Mispect that we will continue to have a Jot of 
nain. And theiT ingoing to be a lot of ^^rowing as wo get at this question. 
We will need to do a lot more talking of this sort. 

There is no doubt that there is an imitative fact to be considered 
with television in relationship to children. 

Another story which illustrates wliat Sister Patricia was raying, a 
lenchcr from Price told nie that one of the things ^jhe had to ileal WMth 
hi L^r fifth and sixth ^rade classes was the tere\ ision-iuspired desire 
of tik children to be KungFu e.\pertss,.and the impact this hud upon 
the other children in the class, upon her as a teacliei, and upon the 
building, because the; all thought thu,\. could le\el doors and the otJier 
children, and some of them got hurt in the process. 

So you have that imitati\e qualitN, I think it also has to be acknowl- 
edged that tele\isIon ha.-> an impact upon our st;>le of life. I would 
(lUCstion the image that i-> gi\ en of the kuid of life that we would hope 
people might be living. 

This is seen in the soap operas, which fill the da^. It is also seen in 
the vei-y narrow slice of life rcflectecl in TV programing. 

The latest Time nmga/iue sav,s that 2(5 of all thcsliows on tele\ision 
are coj)-type stories, law-amboidei stoiies. And so we ha\c a situati<Mi 
in winch the perspective of what life can be is much too hunted . 

The notion tlmt 30U can ha\e a faniil} hoiu' and control televij^ion 
that wa\ seem.r pointless. Childieii don*t go to bed at 9 o clock. They 
are watching the hite-night show.^; 

One of the things a teai hei will tell you is that the children in their 
classes don't get to bed at a reasonable hour. They arc up watching 
TV for a ijood long tiuic in the evening. The whole spectrum of what*h 
on television- is available to iheni. *

television is broken, we tend to function difFtMeath as a family unit 
and do difTerent kinds of thuigs than \\hen the tele\ision is there. 

When television is there, it lietomes an integral part of our ever\ daj 
li\ing e.xpcricnte. That's not tele\igionV fault. It just means that there 
is a m\\ factor in our life that somehow we have to learn how to deal 
with and it does a kind of violence to our fanuly life. 

Also, there arc personal needs and T don!t think we can lay all of 
the blame on tele\ision progiaming. J think that there is some kind 
of need which T dun*t tuiderstand, but which Arthur Miller describes . 
as tile idiot and the nnudirer within us, each o.nc of Us. In his play, 
'The Fall," he speaks about tliis. And .somehow, there is a need for 
\iolcnce and we respond to that in wa^s which could be described as 
family ways, *^ . . . 

The othei niyi nin«:, ?)iin llai U and Gene Shalit said in a tonvcrsajion 
about the pluasc '^ill the um|>ire'' in baseball, that the>^ had the 
sense that it's just a nice word, but in hocke\, Jim Ilartzsaul he had . 
the sense they really meant it; 

We have a need within Us foi violence. That is something we have 
to deal with outside the television rl*ldity. 

Foousing on the subtlei aspects of >iolcnce and what jiappcus to us, 
I think that we are ino\ing into a new world foirned b^ television, 
and that it is bringing us to ha\e to deal v\i'th eduta^tion in different 
ways. / / . 

One of the realities in which uu are going to hayt begin to train 
ourselves and our children, is living in a world ofyiun^ic. 

In tlue past, in oui communities, we could limU. choice niore easily 
than we can toda>. Television it^^^elf is built oji^tne basis of choice.

1 
think if we traced histoid, we would fjnd that people ha\e ahv^ays had.

Sclma i& anolhei example of violence on 
tne evening news. We know what happened a.s a re^id t of that. 

We ha\e seen tim violence, the verbal \iolenue. But we have 5>een 
other kinds of violence in Boj>lon as a resnlt'of the busing. 

We J?ee the violence in Barcelona. We are dealing instantaneously 
with '\vha\ people do to other people. We see the violence of our 
treatment of handicapped peoi.Ie on documentary fdms, of how 
older people*are t^eate^l in nursing homes and institutions. 

AVe see violence done to the poor. So, I ani not sure that the greatest 
thmg we ha\o to deal with ib programing,, or whether we have to 
really get at these problerui, of the violence in our own life.

Mr. \VoLbK\. I think nmch of it is. I know there is controversy on 
almost any program that is being produced, 

r.guess, to give personal examples like we all tenil to do,^ nnicli of 
the Saturday morniiij? ami weekday afternooi. \ iewing has been \or^ 
Naluable in our faiuilj s li\cs. ^^ost of the programing, we feelj lia,s 
the responsibilit> to work closcl} with uui cluldieii to help them make 
proper value judgnienls. 

I am not suggesting that that can be done tolalK. 'riuilV a very 
tliflicult thiug» And .\et one of the ^reat iesponsibilitics that We as 
parents ha\e is to get to kiuiw oui children wejl enough so that \vc 
can liclp llieni In theii important decisioumaking.

Senator Moss. One question that recurs, and I suppose as lay m cm f 
we can't UiU\ evaluate it. But do children distingai.^h the fantasy iu 
cartoon programs the;^ have 01; Saturday and where the cartoon 
characters do such outrageous things? 

Mr. \VoLbK\. I guess \ou*re asking foi \u\ personal judgnient, and 
I think it.would be a tuJged> if we tried to suggC^U. that reality is the 
only important aspect of"a cliild's learning. 

'hic fantasy area needs lo be checked into carefully, but the fantasy 
area, I belie \*e, can be one of the most, omj of the best cxperiencei> a 
child can have, unless the fantas\ works too haril t^o pretend that 
it is real. 

I persomuh teiul to think that \\e had an easier time to enjoy 
fan.tas^V before television. Kadio listening re<|uires peisomd involve- 
luent and expression aiul inuigimU ion. 

There was an ohl radio phn calletl "Sorr^, Wrong Nund}er," and 
(hej tried lo nnike a aiotion picture of it. It wasn't ncarlj as effective 
as the radio. 

I thinkiaiUas> is a veiv important part of uui children's growth. 
And I think it is iiupoitaiit that we guide then^ into areas that can 
help them to prepare to be responsible adulf

The} ^et alniorjt iio reaction from those of us who feel 
that the picture shomdn't be shown. And I think when they (the.

who want the programing that are heard most. And tho.-^e of us who

is, directed at the child so that he in turn demands his patents purchase 
certain articles? , ' - % . 

I believe, again, that it is highly importanl" that 
stations, network.^ and those of Us who arc concerned let ,^iir \oices 
he known when that t\pe of coinmercial goes beyond propriety. I 
think We Meed to let. those imoKed know that we coiisidcn that as an 
inappropiiate pii;ssuic on childien w!io ma^ iun.;ha\c .the capability 
yet to vahia their judgiiieius.

Over the la^t decade much research ha^ been done in thi^ area to 
understand the relationshi|> between \iolence on tele\ibion and 
children's beha\ior. The bulk of the data would i>uij|)ort the con- 
tention that j^rcsent j^rograhiing of \ iolentc on tehn i.Moii jia^ an aih er^e 
effect uj)on children. 

Ah excellent review in the Jouriial uf the American Medical Abi^oci- 
ation, dated December 8, 1975, co\ers much of the recent Ksearch 
and expresses my feelingb. A co|>y of' this article is included with this 
letter. My particulai |)r6fe^^ional ex|)erience \\ouhl i^u|)port the 
contention of the article. Tn jmrticular, I am Concerned with many 
children who haye a j)uor frustration tolerance and. |)por impulse 
contr. I, These chatlren are |)articularly \ulne.able to stimulation 
by aggi ^ssion, and ha\e often few re^jourtes to deal with their aggres- 
sive fpeliugs. 

Therefore, their outbur.stj> yi theii agt5ressi\e beha\iur becomes \ery 
destructive to the imj)ortaiit relation.'5luj)s in tlieir li\es. The child s 
vulnerability is coupled with the di.srui)tion of famil} life and the 
unavailability of appropriate adylt loyic. 

Again he is saying. OK, so the child \vatches'jT, but if there is no 
adult there to help the chihl understand It, there is an ad\erse effect. 

With increasing \ iolenLe in this society , crime ami the lowering age 
foi juvenile offender's, it is n highly alarming .situation. One cannot 
clearly conc^true tele\ i.-^ion as the sole rca.^oii for this. But they would 
like to hce more positive shows for children to model after. 

l]i our clinical experience and practice we do use telq\ision-a great 
deal with our disturbed chihhen. AYe do u.'?c a[)j)roj)rIate show.s for 
the children to. see. It is with thc^e V-onct nis that 1 would welcome 
.^erious ton.Mderation of lcgii>lation that would bring more responsibility 
into tele\i.«>ion j)iograming, paiticularK in its relatIonshi[) to children. 

Now, J can refer you to two or three sj)eci(ic reports* that 1 think 
^ ha\e p:ohabl> more significant data than any others that we ha\c 
reijcarched. ^ / 

The first rej)ort that' "is ^imnfirant' we feel clinically, is the 1972 
Surgeon Gen^jraPn Kepoit, volutuel..And \ olume Iseeins toha\esome 
significant data. The other nu[)ortant study that has bqijn done most 
recently .h> a book written by three child psycluatrists called, The 
Early Wiiulow. It is wTitten by Kobert Llebcr, John Neal, and 
Emily Davidson. 

The other people I can refer you"^ to who are collecting recent 
cuiient (lata on the effect.-? of niodeling beha\ ioi of children after they 
ha\e watched television is Baiulura ami Siegi^ of ^hc ;Stanford 
Medical Center. They are currently doing, rciscafch. 

The "Special Comnnmicatipns'' wa.^ written by Michael B. 
Koscnberg, and it states specifically the nund)ei of hours of telcAisioii 
viewed and al.^o goes into the FCC and XAB re|>orts and what thCir 
re>|)onsihilities are -md how they ha\e been met with clinical uew.v.. 
So I think thi.s is the nioj^t/eurrent evidence that we have.

1, that is 
fairly carefully screened, and No. 2, most ihc sexual innuendos on 
allows such as "Maude" and "One Day at a Time" is above most 
children's hcad.< , 

It is a littltL^ophisticaled adult humor. I am.sure if thc^'gqt dowm 
to screening some X-rateir mo\ia'» on TV that would be one thing. 
But so far that .sceius to be done in good taste. 

In other words, one lc\el for the adults? and one for the children. 
B^it seeing \iolcnce, I' personally ha\e witnessed the "Kung Fu** 
episode. I woikal on a mental health project in Central City 3 years 
ago when the "Kiuig Fn*' program was initiatctl, J did see karate used 
sC\eral times. All of a .-sudden here was karate and, we reali/.cd that it 
was a new show that w^us iidluencing the kiilrs anil that children were 
modeling that behavior quite inappropriatel}'.

These range from 
courses in basic subject to those dealing with the feeling or efTcctive 
domain. 

Thosc arc designed to help our ^outh sohc problems ibat they face 
each da}. We broadcast, the.sc o\«r two stations, and reach over 95 
pci'cent of our students. This is j)ossiblc because of our traiijjlatcr . 
system. Xearl} aP the schools in Utah ha\e televij>ion .sct^ a\ailablc 
in their cla.x,roonu and the^student.^ ha\e aoce;>s to their programs, 
^•lost schooL"! also'have \iJco tape recorders now which pennit more 
NlcAiblc scheduling. The \icwers of these in.^lruct!onal Ty prpgramb 
/crie^ range from sometimes as little as 200 or 300 students t^o over 
4^,000 students. 

In theTargei districts these program .series tend to be supplemental 
but Jn our smaller districts thcsx program (series) .^pmetiines are 
the educational progra -1 in that area.

Do you think our television pi ograming dibtorU> the 
prevalence of crime? Goodnec>:> knowu we are flooded with crime in 
this country. But I wonder if TV ij> htill distorted that it makes our 
life seem to revolve around criminal situations. 

Mr. Van Dam .1 think there are a large number of police programs, 
law enforcement programs, and' I think the rem>pn for that is they 
give the setting for the excitement and the type of violence wliich 
apparently is being responded to by the population; 

.Since >ye invchtigate hO many of those types of things that have to 
do with nplice-related shootings, we have very few, and they are 
usuallv likc'they are depictecl on TV. < 

I thhik.it is a distorted picture in that re-^pect of what policemen 
do and how thQ> handle tough situations. I think it probabl> would be 
of no value if television shov;.^ were to present some of the cbnserva- 
lives\sideA. If you .showed policemen staking out and holding ai bay 
the people for 30 da>s until they cave up amlcame out a^^ they did in 
lx)ndon, or >vaiting outi>ide a hank fi>r prolonged periods of time and 
negotiating with no violence, you wouldn't have a show. 

We have a bit of a tendency to want to get things done rigl^t awa> - 
to Mioot tear gn.-> into that bank and kill maii^ people ai> wejiecd to, 
t() «:et"the situation o\er with. That is not realistic. That is not good 
police procedure. 

Senator Mosb; We do ha\e a truth in advertisiiiK -statute. But do 
\ou thijik there ouj^ht to be some lime limit or number Hunt on com- 
mercials that arc directeclto children? 

Mr. Van Dam. I lia\e to admit, .Senator, I ha\c not thought about 
that at alL I would ha\c to think about what a time limit or a number 
limit would ilo. T Mippo»e I would be ninth more interested in seeing 
just a more responsible approach taken.

nieht, and research/promotions. sport.s, and a nund)er of others report 
to the president of the television division. 

ABC News and Broadcast Standard.^ and Practiix's are not imder 
this umbrella. \Ve icport direttl\ to the pie^dent of the corporation. 

The reason for thi?> sepaiation is Mmple, Ccmsideiations of. sales 
and rcfttings aie important to other divi^ion.^, bi\t tliQy should not 
mflucuce the operation of new.-, and the> .should not intrude on the 
decisions of .standards and practice.^.

The indications hre that the concept Ls well-received. Senator John , 
jPa^tore, probably, the mo.st outspoken critic, of violence, has said: 
' I.he uulustry has responded with self-regulation. J strongly support 
these broadcasters anci network reforms:" 

Now, the other side of the coin. The IIoll\ wood production com- 
^ inunity <pearheadc»d by.sonie producci-s and 'three trade unions has 
ni'^itituted a lawsuit, against the XAB, the FCC, and the networks, 
rhargmg censorship of their cfTort^s through the Ui\uu\ viewing.policy. 
So yon see, what i.s .-.pecifit re>pon.^ible self-regulation for one person 
» is censorship to another. 

Our problem then i.s to'' perceive what v..e current standards of 
taste and decenc,^ are around the countr\, and then apply .»Jiese- 
standards to our programing efTorts. 

We have made .a special effort to understanil the effects of televi.^ed 
violence on children, five \ear.vago we allocated $1 million for u series 
of 'Studies in this area. The thrust of oin\offort has been to impart to 
the Hollywood production community a sense of wliat the public 
\yill and will not accept, partiuilarly a.s it pertain^ to violont:episodes, 
sexual references, and expletives oil. television. 

Before production begins for each sea^oii, I vi^^it with the producers 
of each leleviMon pr)gram, with ouir editor.s at the variou.s production 
, companies that supph the programs for our schedule. We go over 
the ground rules protjraiii b\ pro*;ram of. what we consider to be 
* acce^)table ami ui;<icccj)^table material, ^ 

^\e have few har '^and fa.^t rules, but wc have .soipe. For example, 
froiUal nuditv is not permitted, and we do uut allow unique portra\ als 
that could be coui^idered .nstruLtional hi the use of weapons or* the 
avoidance of detection. ^ , ' 

.J We do not, however, wtlude any isMie from being treated on tele- 
\ i<ion Wc think wc have a challenge to present inature, serious themes. 
If the^c themes arc treated with taste, with care, wc believe there is > 
no reason win the\ cannot be brought to the televi.sion screen.

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AUo, we tlu c.\i)ett ihiit when the (levelopnieiit callh fur the uac of 
force, the anioiiul, Uu hete.>&ilj[ for Midi use ^hould be presented in 
such a waj so a.^ to meet a slandnni of rea.>unablenc.->s. If wc ha\e 
found. that a writer has u.^ed viol ente ti» .-juIvc the confliLt for .->liock 
vahic, we ask that he revise hi.^ tliinking and tome up witli a more 
meaningful solution. 

Wc applj the same restrictions on the u.->e of language. We don't 
permit .strong language to be used mereK to shock. But when it is, 
netcssar} for the dc\elopme!it of a cliarattei, we tannot emasculate 
it. Similar pmcedurcs are followad through final editing. 

Despite what some people believe, wc do not permit '*X"-rated 
moncs to be showMi on our network. However, we do acquire "R'- 
rated films.

J^'irst, our editors review the film to be certain it is suitable for 
transmission ii)io the home, and the\ prepare a report on the suit- 
ability.

If the film is rated "R," the edited vei-bion is then resubmitted to

Before I close, one word about responsibilit\. We rccogni/x that 
the rcsj)onsibilit3 between the J)roaduistcr an»V the parent is joint.

\^ there a substitute for our responsibility to the Juldren, but wc also 
ha\c a responsibility to the total audience u>nniintain telc\ision as 
a vigorous, vital, and changing nicdium.

Kverybo(ly \Vb»ild lo\e to find , some :>imple answer to the problem 
of violennv Here we have gun control. I am all in fa\or of gun control.

Ihemselves. T\u\i (loe.->n't .>ound to a psychiatrist verv rational. I 
.know that hnnteiN aiuLall who ha\c a legitimate neecl for guns— 
maybe they, cmi have them. * 

We fomul that imitation i?> an cnormousK important thing. Wc 
found a simulation in pla\ activities and preoccupation. But no 
lucanmgful shortrterin or long-term change in real, actual aggres- 
sive— let me change that, assaultive behavior. 

It's one lliing to puoh and , shove, and it\s another thing to hit the 
kid with .senons intent. That is \ iolence. There is an awful lot of 
rough and tumble in the famil\. This is what goc,s on. If ^on want to 
call that violence, you caii call it violence. 

llowew, I want to conclude In statinj^ that while entertainment 
i< the primary product of network telc\i>ion, it requires no research

Televi^ion% potential as a teacher aud:in(luencer of human behavior 
IS lar|i(^r than it^ en((;rtaininent function. E\er^bod\ recognizes 
television a^ a powerful teacher. In a socictv increasind> beleaguered 
by violence, its portnaal on telc\ision is a matter of ongoing social 
concern and consC(|uence. 

The allermUives for television are these. To eliminate violence 
romplcfely or hapha/.ardh and make believe that it never occurs, 
or to learn to handle \ iolence respousibU .so that itb potential for 
good IS augmented. * , 

It i*^ the cichuinani/ed |)ortra\al of viclim.s which were trying to 
avoid here. Millions of dollars of laboratory and surve\ research 
alone wiP not snpply the a!»>wei to w hat children Icai n froni television 
and how, nor wi!l anecdotal account.^ from individual parents, critics 
or inysclf or anyone else.

Tho,\ 
love a lot of the entertainment show.s, Fraid<l.\, \o(r look at tluv 
audience profile of "All in. the FauuK" which has been one of the top 
shows in the country for se\eral \ears now, that there arc a lot of 
chddren who are entertained and l/in .sure learn a great le.*>son. 
^ Sonic people :>a.> . Gee, tliaj is reall> bad. But if \ o,u look at it, there 
\< usually a good nujrjd lesson. If \ou discuss that and sau "Look what 
happened," 1 thuik it's a great learning e.vperieuce foi the children. 
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So when you .sa\, "What percenUige for children?" I would say hope- 
fully iut)^t of it i; for chihlren although it i^ a great luediuni of entcr- 
tammeiit for all ages. 

We can't deprive the eldcrl} or the ruiddlc-aged or whatcv'cr from 
tins great entertainment vehicle and 5,a> it al^ha^ to be juht^trictly 
Charlie Brown; although the children love Charlie Brown, the) aUo 
love some of the other things, which are \er\ good for them, 1 think. 
xMiT? ^ ^'j"*'^ perrentage> >ou can't hwR at |.jrcentage.^ and bay: 
What do \ou do juht for children?" And I think wc do a lot for 
children. 

Senator Moss. Children, of course, watch what is, there. And there- 
fore we rairt segregate programing entireU for children although ^oiue 
programs are unule to. ai)peal .specifically to-children. But have to 
make sure that our adult'progranu^ iwe not de5,tructi\e to children. 

Are there staiulanU that ought to he iuipu.->ed on the adult showb 
widely viewed by children? 

NIr llAixoku. For instance, hoiaethinj,' that luuMi't e\en come up 
reallv is daytime televi>ion \yhich realK ui the .sexual wa\ of looking 
al It IS rougher yet, aiuP there are some children home. 

Mr. Smith. I don't think that wc can rule out the fact that wc have 
adults in the world and there are thu>e program^ which are concerned 
with thoiu. So a--^ the gentleman on the \i(leo tape ^tated; that they 
are not going to just prbgraui for a particular area. The\ consider the 
total gaiuut of ages and t^pe^. So I don't think that we^can say adult 
programs per se are going to be ruletLout eiitiroH. f tliink the whole 
trirk to It is in u.^iiis; di.scretion n> to where tlioO are programed and 
also having adyice along those lines. 

NIr. ILmngku. T sure would like to .see the results. Are they watching 
this or are they watching the nmre gei.eral t\i)e of .situation comedies 
or et cetera? This is what makes it so touglu There are lots of com- 
mittees ami group.- who.coiue to U.S and :?a.> . **Tlus is what children 
.should be watching.*' 

But saying what they .Miould be watching and: then finding out 
whether they are watching it or not arc two difrerent thing.s. 

SenatorMob.*>. Of couivsc, all of ns Inn c children, our own or grand- 
HuldrcMi or closely related and y\c ha\e to measure wliat wc would. 
Want them to br oljsening against .standard.-? \Ce thiiik broadcasters 
oudit to a|)ply. And thi.vis-the difiiculty . Xoiie of us want censorship. 

IIow uiT wo goin*r to ijet appropriate prografuing and ad\ertising 
for our childrciKto view? 

Mr. CnuiSTBN.sKN. It's a difficult area. We talked about |)ublic 
ascertainment. It's Hkc trying to |)ro«'ram \our station by a conuuittee 
of.5,000 or 10,000 people. It's \ery difiicuU to progran/that way. 

I don't think that what may be acceptable to Dan llainger niav be 
arceptable to .Milt Da\i.s. We sit liere at the same table and vet^not 
agreeing, and perhal)^ not \\ith you, on wjiat we would want our 
Huldren to view. I think that somehow to say you're going to .set a 
*^tan(lar<l uni(|ncly foi a4otal industry uitb .>o' inain \ariaut regional 
concepts of wliat would be fxanogiapln, for e.xauipic; would be 
extremely difiicult. 

Mr. Lloyo. Senator, I made a comment a minute ago on children'.s 
progranuu}; and what they should wat(;h. We ha\e one of the finest 
programs m the country on "Captain Kangaroo,'' a CBS television 
nctw'ork proijrani. But llir duldren that watch it,, you could probably 
t rowd 111 this rooiu. \V> great. The parents think it'?5 great. The 
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prc^Mire groups niv it'»,gieat. For ^oiric iimc we had only a lialf-hoiir 
of it. But tlie prci^Mirc required that we, put oii the full hour. With 
Our rating .sy^teni V»e know what people like and what they don't ^. 
like. That^ broken down to how many women 18 to 34 like it. How/ 
many o\er 50 like it or ili^like it. It h a \ery M)phi^ticatC(l system for 
meaMiring the people. Wo get a pre.^>urc group of 45 people who come 
down who say, "We (!on*t likc;it and you .should take it off." 

But we ha\e to look at the broad ;jCope and ^ervc our whole com- 
nmnit> and we do ha\e that one nieaMirement of our community, 
what the> like and w hat tliej don't Hkc. And if it ^ bad or if it has too 
much violence the people don't watch it and it goes off tiic air. 

Senator Muj^j^. A\ell, thank you, gentlemen, I wouKl like to continue 
the dialog. 1 have already kept you through the noon hour and 
we must termiinitc the hearing. 

I think w^i hii\e lieard .^ome extcllnnt ob.^er\ation.*> here this morn- 
ing.from the connnunit} nml froni Xhe broadcaster^ themselves wlio 
are responsible foi the programing and what is on the air. We have all 
agreed that television is a scarte public resource. You broadcasters 
are trustees of this resource. We know that TV affecLs children. So 
what wo are tr\ing to do is to find what standards we should expect 
the industry t6" apply. 

I comniend the broadcasters for demanding and effecting Ingher 
standards of programing. The} xlaini they ha\c cut down somewhat 
on the \iolence. I think there is consensus that gratuiCous violence 
has no place in programing,. whether it i.-. ainicd at children or adnjt.s. 
We ha\c an earhui u\ami>lc of when the Congress felt that advertising 
x}U television tould he so dannijjing to the public health of tliis ':ountry 
that it was banned. As you all know, cigarette. advertising went off 
the air. 

Cigarettes ale a product known to be damaging to health and the 
TV ads selling that moduct \\cn; qiiite offQiisi\ e. That indicates how 
strong the iiational reeling is about televi.sipn as a medium. 

Ami that's the reason,, f .suppose, why you have taken these steps 
for whidi 3uu should b(j commended. What we arc trying to d<J in the 
conmiittee is to ondersiand this nnir\ elous medium and to measure 
lt.s perfornnnicij against oni .social needs in all of our conununities. 
Wu iieed to determine what^guidancc we ought to gi\e to those wlio 
are the trustees of the right to u.-^e the imidiuiu aiid to enter all of our 
.homes every day. 

Well, \ou have tontiihulcd greatl> to our record and I apprecuite 
It ver\ n\uch. Let nie sa> that I appreciate the uuxwy things you have 
told lis that yoii're doing iii this area. 

Mr. Lnovn. Senator, niay 1 add one thing? 

Senator Moss. Yks. 

Mr. lihOM). We ha\e talked about programing and w;hat we have 
tried to do. but wc have left one thing out and that is the puhhc ^ 
service wki do. We ha\e public service announcement's that we run, 
. appealing to children not to j^et involved in drug.-^, not to, drink and 
<lrive and do some of these things, 
o So 1 think we have a good force there. People don't think about 
thohc. The average hnmaii thinks that's a coniinerciaU)r something. 
But that is a puimc service message aimed at the children. ^ 

Senator Mosb, That. is a good point and 1 am glad you put it m 
the rccorcK We tend to talk about the parts we worry about in tele- 
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vWon and gloh.^ unci pcrluipft tliit gootl tliiugb thut urc being done in 
•inany arcaf>. 

You mentioned one of thcni, public service. But TV open^ up the 
whole universe to children. Iniaginc the broadcai,tb we have ^eeu 
' fron) the moon.

However, because 98^^ of American homas do have at least one TV set, and* 
many homes h.ave sets in c\ cry bedroom and family roum, which amounts to al- 
most total penetration of American family life and culture,.! think the television 
industry has to be especially sensitive and responsible for the. type and quality of 
^"''jr programming. They ha\e a power and instrumentation to influcneo the %alues 
and behavior, especially of young pei^pie, unknown to any otiier 'age or time his- 
torieally. And the oft-stated notion that parents can casil\ inomtor objectionable 
TVshows by simply turning off the switch or changing ehaniieis simpiv docs not 
hold water or work o»it that way in real life. Many mothers work, and parents arc 
frequently awo> from. home in the evenings leaving it up to the children them- 
*?eives to pick and choose tht programs of intercst. Or yuung girls often babysit m 
another's resjdenec where no adults are present. And for parents to know in ad- 
vance the type and quality of material on all specific shows is nearly an impos- 
sibility. 

It IS also important tu note that the average child spends more time in front of a 
television set during a year\s time th:.n in front of a teacher in the ebissroom at 
u ^" ^^^^ a\eragc child "will spend more of his .wakmg time looking at 
T\ tjiah any other type of aeti\it> fcxcept sleep) ih his growing-up vears. Studies 
'^f pre-schoolers at honic, show that thc,v are cxpused to inore television before they 
H.art first grade, than the average student will spend in the chLssrouni during four 
yeirs of college. In suni, what this all means is that television is the most powerful 
aeeulturating agent our society i^ne.xt to the family.. And where the family is 
imm^^bilized due iv uiVuret, niarital discord, alcoholisiii,: mental illness or similar 
serious social prulUms, television ma\ be the most potent instructional force in 
the child's whole life. " , 

A great deal of research from scores of stadias h.is conv incmgl> dcinonstrated 
igain and again the pi.wcr uf iuudding and iniitiati\e learning to teach children 
new behaviors and valiiw^. What children see othcr^i doing on TV or in films can 
havr profound cfTccts on them. The cs.>ential formula is "monkey see, monkey do." 
\>c teach table mannen? this wa\ , hi»w to tunc a ca"r, how to share, how to negotiate 
differences, plus most other aspects of social living. 

Mthuugh V iultnci has .i)w.iyi» been p.irt i f American entertainment in television, 
lifi frequency h.is increased slcadil> over yhcpast twriit.v >ean>.^ In 1954, for, e.v 
'*'nj)lr, vlt-Knc^c saturated attion and adventure programming acruunted for onl> 
IJ J., of prime time network offerings, h\ 1061 the figure was f»0%. By 1969 ab it 
eight in Uu prime tinie sliow.s cunt^iined violence, and the,frequcnc> of violent 
episude^ w.^n almost eight per hour. During the 70'.s this high rate of violence pro-
